Toronto, Ont., July 13.—T he loss of 
life In th e Porcupine district from tires I 
is known to be several hundred and 
th e property loss will reach millions 
of dollars. 
Only three of the eighty-four em ­ 
ployes of the W est Dome mine have 
been accounted for and 200 m iners, 
muckers, etc., in the Dome mine have 
been suffocated.

All reports give but a vague idea of 
the loss of life as well as property in 
Porcupine camp, which probably will 
total millions of dollars and hundreds 
of lives. 
In four short hours the fire swept 
from the Standard m ines through to 
th e shores of Porcupine lake, w here it 
ate up fbi tow ns of South Porcupine, i 
Pottsville and a part of Golden C ite,! 
as well as many small buildings along 
the lake front 
W hile some loss of j 
life occurred in the vicinity of Porcu­ 
pine 
lake 
the g re atest 
havoc 
was 
w rought around th e main mines, not­ 
ably W est Dome and Pig Dome 
T h ere the en trapped miners, cut off 
from escape, were forced to take to j 
tne shafts for safety and, penned in 
by flames, perish* d.

At Preston, East Dome, an untim bered 
shaft gave shelter and nom1 perished.

COCOANUTS. 


Qew M a k e s M o l t of T h e m D ro p F ro m 


th e Tre e s at N ig h t. 
“Ii. the tropics when tile cocoanut la 
w anted for planting," said an im porter 
)t the f r u i t “the nuts a re picked up 
when they fall from the tree w here 
they 
have hung for about fourteen 
m onths in ripening. 
It is a fact not 
generally known that a m ajority of 
the n u ts drop at night, which probably 
accounts for the small loss of life by 
cocoanuts falling upon the heads of 
the natives. 
“T he action of the heavy dew at 
night loosens the seal w ith w hich n a ­ 
tu re has provided the n u t and allows 
it to fall. 
The nuts w anted for p lan t­ 
ing are either gathered into heaps or 
placed under sheds, w here they are 
allowed to sprout before planting in 
order that good, healthy nuts m ay be 
selected, thu s avoiding th e possibility 
of planting ’blind' nuts th at will not 
sprout. In which case m uch tim e would 
be lost in starting the cocoanut walks, 
as tin orchards are called. 
W hen holes 
are dug. about three feet deep and 
tw enty feet apart, the n u t is carefully 
placed therein and covered with about 
a foot of soil. 
The hole Is filled as the 
sprout grow s until the latter read ies 
the surface, then it is left to Itself, re­ 
quiring no further attention. 
Should 
I tho place w here the cocoanut Is planted 
be any great distance from th e sea- 
i shore a quantity of salt is placed in 
j tile bole. 
The plant will grow In lux- 
! urianoe. however, but a short distance 
from tin* shore, nearness to salt w ater 
being absolutely essential to its wel- i 
fare.” — W ashington Herald.
